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takes ir for a Monſter in Nature, and incon<

He knows not whence that Devotion ſhould 


have irs Riſe, that teaches how to deny ſelf, 


 fince his hath ever been to anſwer the debauch- 


ed Ends of a feared Conſcience and to thwart 
his Intereſt, tearms it, 4 Compoſition of Contra- 


diction. 
He knows of no Honour but what is re- 


quired by a proud Hamond, or a curſed Herod ; 
the firſt thirſted for the Knee, the ſecond for 
Tytles of Honour , yet neither failed of their 
due Reward, 

But have they ever made themſelves ſuch 


tall Hornes by their own ſtrength, or procured 


lo many trummphant Trophies by their own Arm, 
that any now {ſhould boaſt or turn Incendi- 
aries ? 

To preach Chriſt the Light, 1s to. his under- 
ſtanding inſ1onificant babble. Not to Swear with 
him, 1s to Lye; becauſe he believes Oathes a great 

in- 
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ingredient to make a Gentleman ; and Plain-deal- 
ing at a word, is lo much an Euemy to him, that 
he calls ic a meer Cheat. 

Jeſnite and Pope being amongſt fome, words 
of Reproach , he'll Stigmatize with chem, bur 
will have the Churches Compaſs as ablolure as the 
Popes Infallability. In general,vvhere he hath no- 
thing againlt Religious Principles, he'll bely chem, 
afhrming ablolute ſalcities.
